Great Dirigible Balloon Akron Explodes 


High in Air-Inventor and Four Men

Dashed Into the Sea. 


Atlantic City, K. J.. July 2.—While 


3,000 spectators stood too startled to 
utter a single sound, the big dirigible 


the service. Thousands of persons from 
every part of the resort gathered along 
the inlet, board walk and about tho 


balloon Akron wag shattered by the ex- Vxniman cottnge just across from tha 


hangar, at the inlet, where Mrs, Voni- 
man collapsed and was unconscious 
from the shock. 
The greatest excite- 


ment prevailed for a time. Boats were 
darting out from the inlet and all along 
tho 
shores of the thoroughfare 
and 


beach. 
Police reserves who helped to 


launch the craft, which sailed along 
gracefully until tho accident occurred, 
kept the crowds from about tho V»ni- 
nan villn. 


Tha flight this morning was the sec- 


ond that the ill-fated airship had taken 
this year. 
After tinkering all winter 


on the ship Vaninmn took the Akron 
out for u short flight on Saturday morn- 
ing, Juno 1. At that time the balloon 
was nearly wrecked by some of the me- 
chanism going wrong, but it was safely 
landed at the hangar without serious 
mishap. 


The longest flight the balloon made 


was last fall, when it spent the greater

Vaniman had recently been testing an 
entirely new material for the gas bag 
of his balloon. 
It is re-inforced with 


wire and Vnniman claimed that with it 
he could construct a balloon that would 
neither expand nor contract, thus pro- 
ducing a dirigible that would be ab- 
solutely under the control of engines 
and steering apparatus. 


On his last two trips Vaniman dis- 


pensed with the services of his wireless 
ielegraph operator and had removed tho 
apparatus, thus giving his crew addi- 
tional room in the working quarters. 


Too Much Free Gas.

President James Mon- 
roe is kept in mind by the town of Monroe, in Adams coun- 
ty, Monroe f'ity in Knox county, Monroeville in 
Allen county. 
Beside? these there is Monrovia, in 


•Morgan comity, and the county of Monroe is nearby. 
There is no town to call up the memory of An- 
drew Jackson, "Old Hickory," but "Van Euren, whom he 
made president, is recalled in a town in Grant county, and 
"William Henry Harrison is without a postoffice. 
Among 


those lacking in postoffice recognition are Polk, Fillmore, 
Tyler, Grant, Hayes, Garfield, Arthur, Cleveland and 
Roosevelt. There is a. postoffice (-ailed McKinloy in Wash- 
ington county. There is a Lincoln in Cass county, and a 
•Lincoln City in Spencer county. President Pierce may be 
recalled by the postof'fies of Pierceton in "Koseiusko coun- 
ty, and Pierceville in Ripley county. There is a Fillmore 
in Putnam county and a Taylorsville in Bartholomew 
county. Two vice presidents furnished by Indiana may 
be recalled by the town of Colfax in Clinton county and 
Hendricksville in Greene county. 


While revolutionary warriors and statesmen have 


been remembered by these "postoffice appointments-" the 
great men of the war of 1812 have not received such recog- 
nition. Yet they have not been forgotten. In southeaster!

Scores of Fort 
Wayne people have 


b««n worried recently by the "buga" 
which they are finding ou the leaves of 
many of their pretty shade trees. In 
the language of 
City 
Forester Gtit, 


these bugs belong to the louse family, 
and as such, would not ordinarily make 
a very pleasant topic of conversation. 


However, tbey have become suoh a 


pest that the owners of shc.de trees have 
become 
considerably worried, 
fearing 


that the bugs might harm the trees. 
Even- day scores of inquiries are re- 
ceived at the oilice of the city forester 
concerning some treatment that would 
kill off the bugs. The Sentinel asked 
Mr. Getz to prepare an article embody 
ing these facts in- it. 
Mr. Getz gladly 


did so. He says that nature has pro- 
vided a prc-tty schematic arrangement 
for the extermination of the bugs, anc 
that no danger is to be expected from 
them, although at the present time the

What Mr. Getz Says. 


I 
Mr. Getz writes about the tree insects 


| as follows: 
i 
The insect in question is the common 


tree louse or aphis, and can be seen 
very plainly on the bottom side of the 
leaf next to the mid ribs. They are 
very small and green to greenish-black 
in color, and are present in alarmingly 


j large quantities in Fort Wayne. 
The 


I scientific name of this pest is chaitopbo- 
rus acerus, while the common name is 
aphis. 


On the top nide of the leaf, a sticky 


material can be noticed. This is called 
''lioney-dew" by green house and tree 
men. 
This honey-dew at once makes 


the 
tree 


honey-dew 
cremcnt excreted by the aphides from 
the under sides of 
the leaves above. 


The insect, walking on this sticky ma 
tcrial, sticks fast and dies, and then the 
natural parasites come along and devour 
them. The main natural parasite which 
maintains nature's balance of life in the 
case of these aphidffi is a species of the 
fly. 
As soon as the plant louse is de- 


veloped, this fly (lysiphlebus) projects 
its oviposior into the body of the aphis 
and deposits and egg which hatches out 
and in a short time kills the pest. As 
a rule this parasite holds the tree louse

temperature is warm enough to enable 
the aphides to breed continuously, nndit 
thus becomes very abundant by spring. 
If the waather turns cold durine the 
winter the pest ceases to breed, but if 
a cold, backward spring follows, then 
the pest continues to breed while the 
enemy remains inactive, and the result 
is that the former becomes so enor- 
mously abundant that a greater por- 
tion of the densely-foliated trees are 
infested before the parasite can increaie 
sufficiently to overcome it. 


Under favorable weather conditions 


the parent aphis begins to breed. by 
bringing forth its young on the sixth 
or eighth day from its own birth, whili 
the parasite, which 
is not 
born this 


way, but always hatches

Why the Leaves Drop. 


It is also noted that the leaves drop 


while still green, from the tree infected 
with the tree aphis. The cause of this 
is natural; the "honey-dew" on the top 
surface of the leaf has formed a solid 
film over the stomata or air pores of 
the leaf, which renders their normal 
functioning 
impossible and when thU 


state of aggaso occur in nature, nature 
provides for their elimination and thus 
the leaf, together with the stem, fall 
from the tree to the ground. 
This is1 


again not very serious, but creates a 
great nuisance. 


If the tree is sprayed 
with city 


water from nn ordinary garden hose, 
the "honey dew" 
may 
be partially 


washed off and the air pores on the top 
surface of the leaves cleaned, which wiU 
prevent their falling. 


The Life History. 


Now let us consider its life history

>ecome injurious; consequently up to 
;he present year Fort Wayne has ex- 
lerienced no trouble with them.

ner is soon exterminated naturally. 


No Fear of Aphid. 


Thus we need not seriously fear th 


tree aphid in Fort Wayne for nature 
IBS provided 
well against this pest, 


^his year being an abnormal year, the 
aphis or tree louse has for the present 
the upper hand of the stuation. How- 
ever 
ifc will not kill the trees in Its 


iresent quantities nnd a close watch 
will be kept to observe future develop- 
ments. It might become necessary to 
spray the trees next ycnr against this 
pest. 


It is also noted that the trees which 


have not been pruned 
5-ir a series of 


years are more thickly infested than 
those properly pruned, which opens the 
top and permits a free circulation of 
air and sunshine. This is an important 
point to remember and each tree owner 
should make it a point to see that his 
trees are properly pruned, so that they 
receive the requisite amount of air and 
;vnshine. Aphides breed in damp, cool 
places. Give the trees thgr proper ven- 
tilation, and the tree louse will be 
avoided. 


The tree louse is not at all select as 


to the form of plant life it attacks, all 
garden crops, roses, shrubs, vines and 
trees are affected alike. 


The next question 
is whether 


pest can be eliminated, if so desired. 
It is very practical to eliminate the 
aphis from garden crops, shrubs, rose 


ushes and vines. b;it it seems i-.uprne- 
ical to spray the trees unU-ss there ile-

Materials in Spray. 


The important part of ("praying the 
phis is to apply the spray directly upon

;or plant aphides of all descriptions and
